An aerial bombing is Lt. (j.g.) John F. Kennedy’s 
(CLIFF ROBERTSON) welcome to the South Pacific 
when he arrives at the island of Tulagi. Lt. Alvin Cluster 
(GRANT WILLIAMS), Squadron Commander, intro- 
duces Kennedy to the PT 109, the battle-scarred boat 
he’ll command in the Solomon Islands. Commander C. 
R. Ritchie (JAMES GREGORY), the autocratic boat 
maintenance officer, informs Kennedy he has one week 
to make the 109 ship-shape. Ensign Leonard Thom (TY 
HARDIN), the executive officer, and the crew zealous- 
ly carry out the face-lifting job and Ritchie pronounces 
the 109 ready for test runs. Kennedy is given his initial 
assignment—a rescue mission to save a Marine patrol 
trapped on Choiseul. He is forced to leave immediately 
without refueling. The PT 109 rescues the Marines but 
runs out of fuel and has to be towed back to the base. 
The 109 crew moves along with Commander Ritchie who 
will be the new boat maintenance officer on Rendova. 
The boats leave Rendova to stop the Japanese from 
landing troops and supplies at Vila on a dark early 
morning, August 2, 1943. Without radar Kennedy has no 
idea enemy ships are near. The speeding Japanese de- 
stroyer Amagiri cuts laterally into the fragile 109 hull. 
Ail the men are thrown into the water. Two are killed. 
Kennedy gathers his men together on the partial deck. 
Australian coast-watcher Lt. Reginald Evans (MICH- 
AEL PATE) reports a PT destroyed and the possibility 
that some survivors might land on one of the islands. 
Kennedy decides the best bet is to swim to Plum Pudding 
Island three and one-half miles away. Nine of the men 
propel themselves in a group using some planking as a 
buoy. Kennedy takes the loose end of the severely 


burned Patrick McMahon's (JAMES McCALLION) 
kapok life-jacket between his teeth and tows him 
through the water doing the breast stroke. Soon after 
the weary men reach Plum Pudding, a PBY plane makes 
a long pass over the wreckage, but Kennedy and his 
crew can't attract the attention of the pilots. Kennedy 
swims out to Ferguson Passage at night with a signal 
lantern in the hope of attracting the attention of a PT 
boat on patrol. The next morning a haggard Kennedy 
returns. No PT boats came through Ferguson Passage. 
Ritchie refuses to abandon the hope of rescuing the 109 
crew, though others have given up. Kennedy moves 
his men to the nearby island of Olasana because it’s 
closer to Ferguson Passage. Meanwhile, two friendly 
natives discover the men on Olasana. Kennedy writes 
a message on a cocoanut for the natives to take to 
Rendova: “Native knows posit. He can pilot. Eleven 
alive. Need small boat. Kennedy.” A long canoe returns 
to Olasana to pick up Kennedy. He lies down in the 
canoe, covered with palm fronds. Japanese planes 
swoop down to inspect the canoe but are satisfied 
when the natives wave in friendly fashion. Kennedy is 
brought to Coast-Watcher Evans at Gomu. He insists 
on personally piloting the rescue party to his men. He 
directs PT boats to Olasana beach where the 109 crew 
races into the water towards its rescuers. Kennedy 
is eligible for transfer home, but declares, “I'd like to 
stay for a few more innings.” He is assigned to the PT 
59, a boat in need of much work. Ritchie roars at Ken- 
nedy. “You've got three days to scrub, polish and get 
that deck in the open ocean. On the double.”

It was on the coconut that Ken- 
nedy scratched the message which the 
islanders took to the coast-watcher. 
The message read: “Native knows 
posit He can pilot 11 alive Need small 
boat Kennedy.” 


The coconut was delivered. The 
Australian, Lt. Reginald Evans, 
radioed word of the PT 109 survivors 
to U. S. Navy headquarters and Ken- 
nedy and his men were rescued. 

It is the rescue that provides the

Stirring Combat Scenes 


Some of the most thrilling battle 
action ever staged for a motion pic- 
ture can be seen in “PT 109.” Spe- 
cially staged for the Panavision cam- 
eras were the bombing of an LST 
transporting Kennedy to the South 
Pacific; the Japanese aerial attacks 
on the naval bases at Tulagi and 
Rendova and on the PT 109; the 
encounter with the Japanese when 
Kennedy brings the 109 in close to 
shore to rescue a group of Marines; 
and the nightmarish crash sequence. 


Meticulous attention was paid to 
maintaining the authenticity of the 
film. Breen, who wrote the screenplay, 
served four years with the Navy in 
the South Pacific as a communica- 
tions officer aboard a destroyer that 
saw action at Okinawa, Guam, Saipan 
and Leyte. The Navy assigned Cap- 
tain J. E. Gibson, commander of PT 
Boat Squadron 10 to which Kennedy 
was attached after the sinking of the 
109, as technical advisor. In addition, 
Lt. Commander Alvin Cluster, USN 
(Ret.), served as advisor during the 
writing of the script and pre-produc- 
tion preparation. Cluster, portrayed 
in the film by Grant Williams, was 
Commander of PT Boat Squadron 2, 
to which Kennedy was attached as 
skipper of the 109. 

Director of cinematography for 
“PT 109” was Robert Surtees, who 
recently filmed “Mutiny on_ the 
Bounty” and who has received “Os- 
cars” for his camera work on “Ben 
Hur,” “King Solomon’s Mines” and 
“The Bad and the Beautiful.’

When his merchant marine 
background was noted, he was in- 
duced to join the Maritime Service 
instead. He arrived on a merchant 
ship in the Solomon Islands in August, 
1943. Oddly, the man he would some 
day impersonate in a major film was 
serving in the same area at the same 
time as commander of a PT. 


Takes Up Acting 


Emerging with the same rank as 
Kennedy, lieutenant, junior grade, 
Robertson came to New York to crack 
the Broadway stage. His first job, in 
a summer resort theatrical troupe, 
paid him $5.00 a week plus room and 
board. After that, he kept alive by 
work as a waiter, taxi driver, park- 
ing-lot attendant and private detec- 
tive. Then his luck changed. He ob- 
tained a good role—and the sea re- 
turned to his life. It was a part in 
a touring company of “Mr. Roberts” 
—a play about men of the sea. 

Since then, Cliff Robertson has be- 
come a prize-winning performer on 
television, has appeared in top roles 
in Broadway dramatic vehicles, and 
had his debut in films. “Each year 
has been a little bit better for me 
than the last,” he says. “I think by 
this steady progression I have been 
able to build a sound foundation as 
an actor.” 


Beats Out 100 


Warner Bros. agreed. More than 
100 aspirants tried for the coveted 
role of Lt. J. F. Kennedy in “PT 
109,” to be made under the personal 
supervision of Jack L. Warner, presi- 
dent of the film company.

Lives of Kennedy,

A lot of similarities and coinci- 
dences contributed their share to

Of course, Warner Bros., making 
“PT 109” under the personal super- 
vision of Jack L. Warner, believed 
Robertson—as an actor—to be the 
man most right for the part in the 
face of competition from more than 
100 other performers. But there were 
some odd parallels in the lives of 
Cliff Robertson andtthe President of 
the United States, which may have 
had some bearing: 

Both learned to sail as boys. Both 
had their own sailboats. Both were 
subjected to, and survived, Japanese 
aerial bombing soon after they first 
reached the Pacific during the war. 
Both had physical defects—Kennedy 
a weak back, Robertson weak eyes— 
which each by dogged daily exercise 
overcame enough to be accepted for 
service. Both chose the Navy as the 
branch of the armed forces in which 
to serve. Both actually served at the 
same time in the same area, the Solo- 
mon Islands, Kennedy as commander 
of a PT boat, Robertson as a mer- 
chant seaman helping to supply the 
islands. And both attained the same 
rank, lieutenant, junior grade.

When a face has achieved the international renown of President Ken- 
nedy’s, audiences are going to watch very closely the face of any actor who 
portrays him. And that, exactly, was one of the big problems of Robert 
Surtees, cameraman of Warner Bros. stirring new adventure drama “PT 109” 
which opens ...... at the Theatre. “PT 109” recounts the wartime 
exploits of the president when he was just another seagoing shavetail. 

Cliff Robertson is starred in the role of Lt. (j-g.) J. F. Kennedy, com- 
mander of a small fighting craft in the great Solomon Islands engagement. 
The Technicolor-Panavision production, made under the personal supervision 
of Jack L. Warner, president of Warner Bros., re-creates for the screen the 


heroic actions by which Kennedy in 1943 distinguished himself. 
For Robert Surtees, a director of cinematography whose work has won 


him no less than three Academy 
Awards, photographing the face of 
Cliff Robertson involved much care- 
ful thought and subtle judgement 
because “PT 109” audiences would 
promptly identify the actor with the 
actual man and every expression, 
every movement of any facial muscle, 
would be watched, noticed, given 
response pro or con. Hence, every 
frame of the film where Robertson 
appears was important. 

“Pobertcon has an extremely young 
side, but the other side appears a bit 
older. This was an advantage in his 
portrayal of Lt. John F. Kennedy. I 
made it a point to favor the more 
youthful side in the scenes before the 
109 was sunk. The older profile was 
effective in the scenes where he had 
been swimming thirty hours and 
spent days on two tiny islands with- 
out food or water,” says Surtees. 


“T always try to give audiences the 
impression they are seeing real inci- 
dents as they occur. So the camera- 
work must be kept simple, and the 
lighting natural, almost documentary. 
A cameraman can ham up a scene 
as badly as an actor by doing too 
much with his camera. Particularly 
in the case of ‘PT 109’, which is the 
story of a man’s life, I tried to use 
the camera as a recorder.” 


Crabs generally get about on 
the numerous legs Nature has 
furnished them, but two of the 
species received the full star-treat- 
ment in the way of movement dur- 
ing the shooting of “PT 109,” new 
Technicolor-Panavision adventure 
drama which opens .......-. at 
the Theatre.

man.

But the unsung hero of the film, 
made under the personal supervision 
of Jack L. Warner, is Ralph Webb, 
special effects expert who, over the 
past two decades, has for the movie 
screen re-fought World Wars I and 
II, the Civil War, the Crimean War 
and others. Webb broke out all his 
wizardry to make the battle-actions 
of “PT 109” realistic, vivid and 
authentic. “A motion picture battle 
must be planned as carefully and 
timed as precisely as real warfare,” 
says Webb. “Faulty planning for an 
actual invasion can mean tremendous 
loss of life. For a screen invasion, it 
means a costly reshooting of the 
scene. The fact that you must worry 
about camera angles can make a film 
battle even more complicated than 
the real thing.” 

An example of the complications 
facing Webb and his assistants was 
the task of planting—by hand—ex- 
plosives to be set off electrically in 
split-second order so as to coordinate 
the explosions with the movements 
of the many actors in the scenes, yet 
take account of the camera as well as 
the personal safety of the actors. 

Action Makes Movies 

Director Leslie H. Martinson gave 
Webb’s efforts complete backing. 
“Action is what movies are for,” 
says Martinson, himself a man of 
action who was an Army sergeant 
at Guadalcanal. “Action was the 
theme of the earliest motion pictures 
and is still the basis of the most suc- 
cessful films today. ‘PT 109 is a 
picture where the actors build their 
characterizations as much through 
action as dialogue. Action includes 
the projection from within.” 

“PT 109” was produced by Bryan 
Foy from Richard L. Breen’s screen- 
play, based on a book by newspaper- 
man Robert J. Donovan. U. S. Navy 
Capt. J. E. Gibson was technical ad- 
viser with the assistance of Alvin 
Cluster, now a civilian, who com- 


banded the whole PT squadron.

As_ this 
went on, the huge Warner Bros. prop 
shop in Burbank, Cal., was manu- 
facturing the mass of guns, torpedos 
and torpedo tubes to be used. 


When all was ready, a crew of

A well-done battle scene in an 
action-packed movie is one audiences 
are most likely to remember. But it 
is also one of the most complex and 
costly, and it takes a lot of doing 
to make look genuine.

Twenty years ago, President John F. Kennedy was Lt. (j.g.)

Twenty years ago, the U. S. Navy had approxi- 
mately 600 plucky little PT-boats harassing the Japanese in the 


South Pacific. 


However, since 1943 more than a few changes have taken place 


in naval theory and practice—and PT’s no longer figure in the 


Navy’s plans, so none were operational when Warner Bros. set 
about filming the multi-million dollar production of “PT 109,”

The company, therefore, built its 
own little navy of PT boats for the 
adventure drama, starring Cliff Rob- 
ertson as Lt. Kennedy, which was 
filmed under the personal supervision 
of Jack L. Warner. The boats were 
designed by art director Leo K. 
Kuter, working from original plans 
for PT Boat 109. The 109 had been 
built by the Elco Naval Division of 
the Electric Boat (Company. 

Kuter also obtained a Navy pb*to 
of the 109 being loaded aboard a 
transport at Norfolk, Va., on August 
6, 1942, en route to the Pacific. Using 
the hulls of surplus Air Force rescue 
boats, the new PT’s included every 
feature of the actual PT boats. Re- 
conditioned 1,500-HP Packard motors 
were installed. All the armament, in- 
cluding torpedo tubes, 50-calibre and 
20-millimeter guns, was built by War- 
ner Bros. at its studios. The work 
was carried out with wartime urgency 
to meet the target date for duty be- 
fore the cameras. 

The action depicted in “PT 109” 
occurred in the Solomon Islands be- 
tween April and August, 1943. It in- 
cludes the bombing of the LST which 
was bringing Lt. Kennedy to the 
South Pacific to take command of a

to do was make my portrayal so 
honest that any first reactions of the 
audience will be overcome by the 
performance.” 

Robertson’s idea of an honest per- 
formance is not to give an imitation 
of the president. The native Califor- 
nian didn’t attempt the famous Har- 
vard accent. Robertson’s speech, in 
fact, is non-regional. Although the 
actor did spend much time looking 
at newsreels of the president and 
reading many books and articles 
about him, it was not his intention 
to become a carbon copy. 


“T wasn’t trying to ape the ex- 
ternal mannerisms of the president,” 
Robertson explains. “I believe audi- 
ences would be distracted if I had 
done an imitation of him. It would 
be different if the film were about 
a president no longer living. Then 
the public would be reminded of 
some of the lovable traits of a man 
they had known in the past. 

“T didn’t want this to be a stereo 
typed film hero,” Robertson adds. 
“Some of the young Navy lieutenant’s 
frailties are also shown. But when 
his boat was cut in two, Lt. Kennedy 
was a man of action. He struck out 
to help his men and himself. I be- 
lieve this was a turning point in his 
life.”
